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The Synopsis of the Teishin Kanri Renshujo (the Officials and Engineers' 
Training Institute of the Department o£ Communications), 

The Teishin Kanri Renshujo is the highest educational organ under the control of 
the Department of Communications to train officials and engineers for the Department. 

This institution was established in October, 1871, under the name of the Shugi 
Kyojo (Ko) or Manipulation School. Subsequently, the institution underwent gradual 
development and 1 xpansion, and was nam d successively the Telegraph Manipula- 
tion School, the Tokyo Telegraph School, the Tokyo Post and Telegraph School and 
Training School of Postal and Telegraphic Officials, the Officials' and Engineers' Train- 
ing Institute of the Direction General of Posts and Telegraphs until, in December, igog. 
it received its present name. It is now forty-two years since its foundation.

Candidates must be men 
of strong constitution under the age of 24, and graduates of Middle Schools, or those 
who have attainments equivalent to them. 

An allowance often yen or upwards per month is given, the uniform, cap, shoes, 
&c. are supplied, and books, instrumerts, &c. are loaned to each student. 

The course of study extends over two years in the Administration and the 
Engineering Course, and one year in the Telegraph course. The students are under 
the obligation to serve for five years after graduation in offices under the conrol of the 
Department of Communications.
